The dust bowl years of the Dirty 
Thirties were very much on the minds of 
the farmers of Saskatchewan at the dam 
ceremonies for the worst drouth in half a 


‘ decade was gripping the county. But the 


drouth of 1967 was a far cry from the 
drouth of 1937. Drouth out here is no 
longer marked by black blizzards and 
ekydarkening ins ect plagues. The 
P.F.R.A. and the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farms scientists have taught western 
farmers how to’ lick soil erosion and 
grow profitable crops under the semi- 
arid conditions that usually prevail 
within the Palliser Triangle. 

These lessons have been so well 
taught that the Saskatchewan River 
project. has a problem on its hands 
before it even gets into the business. In 
an area that once cried for irrigation 
water, irrigation is a dirty word to many 
of the farmers. 

The first target area for irrigation is 
a 40,000 acre block in the Broderick- 
Outlook district by the east side of the 
dam. But.so stubbornly do the farmers 
on the land resist irrigation that only a 
handful of contracts for water have yet 
been signed. Farm opposition has forced 
the Saskatchewan Government, which 
will run the irrigation systems, to change 
policies several times. Still the hard-core 
ot opposition remains unconvinced. 

Wher they can make a decent living 
dry farming, as they claim they have 
‘been able to do for the ast decade, ‘the 


aging wheat growers see no point in 
loading up with debt that will take 
another decade to pay out. It will cost 
most of them upwards of $10,000 to 
install irrigation and they are not having 
any. Only the younger generation of 
farmers, who are preparing to take over 
the fand being made available, seem 
willing to take a chance on irrigation. 

But if the fanmers no longer want or 
need irrigation, neither does the Gardiner 
dam any longer have such an imperative 
need for irrigators. Saskatchewan Will 
soon need all the electric power it can 
produce. More and more water is going 
to be channelled into industrial and 
domestic consumption miles from Dief- 
enbaker Lake. 

Potash was 
industrial potential when the dam was 
started. Today it is creating a whole 
string of prosperous new towns around 
Saskatoon. Tomorrow potash will ac- 
count for as much railway tonnage out of 
Saskatchewan. as wheat. Without the 
Gardiner dam, there would be no water 
for the potash industry or the armies of 
people employed in the industry. 

There is 4 curious significance in this 
fact: The Gardiner dam was not yet 
completed when the first water was 
turned into the ditch that will take it to 
the newly created Blackstrap Lake from 
where it will flow this fall to the potash 
towns to serve their domestic and indus- 
trial needs.

Subtler Dangers 


Pollution caused by burning 
fossil fuels — coal, oil and gas 
— is well known. Apart from 
the toxic fumes and the dirt, 
these fuels may be polluting 
the atmosphere in a subtler 
way — by increasing the 
proportion-of carbon dioxide. 
This increases the amount of 
heat from the sun trapped in 
the earth’s atmosphere, and 
could gradually lead to major 
climatic changes. 

Dr. Green is also anxious 
about “thermal pollution.” 
Although nuclear power 
stations are fumeless, they 
release a lot of wast heat (as 
do conventional. power sta- 
tions).

Leaders said they have a
